Miss Wood Raid the Senator came to 
her room in her hotel with two men and 
that he acknowledged her formally as 
his wife before these two men.

The witness said she waited as di- 
rected; that Senator Platt came to her 
room with two men; that he embraced 
her and introduced her to the men. 

Recalls Civil Ceremony. 

“I took his hand,” said Miss Wood, 
- “and one of the men began the civil 
ceremony by saying, ‘You take this 
woman to be your lawful wedded wife 
and you take this man.to be your law- 
ful wedded husband.’ ”’ 

Miss Wood said Platt gave her a 
wedding ring, and she displayed the 
ring to the court. It bore no inscription. 
She declared she thought the man who 
performed the ceremony was a minis- 
ter and that he gave her a marriage 
certificate. This alleged certificate was 
offered in evidence. 

Following the ceremony, the witness 
said, she remained at the hotel for 
‘three dayes and then returned to her 
‘duties, 

The marriage, she said, was not made 
pubic. “He would not let me have a 
lady friend even,” said Miss Wood. 
“ ‘For,’ he said, ‘what two women know 
is no longer a secret.’ 

“He wanted me to live in the next 
room to him and say that I was ~his 
secretary, but I refused." 

Signed “Your Tom.” 

Eeveral copies of letters alleged to 
have been written by Mr. Platt were 
then read by Miss Wood's counsel. They 
were addressed in terms of endearment 
and signed, “Faithfully, your Tom.”’. 

The writer told Miss Wood not to 
Sorry about his children, as they were 
am thken care of and that he could do 
as he pleased. Hig first wife, he wrote. 
had saved up something and it was di- 
vided between his sons and himself, and 
he had told them he would not take one 
cent of it. 

Got Promise at Manhattan Reach. 
Mies Wood was the first witness. She 
testified Senator Piatt first promised te 
marry her at Manhattan Beach. 

“He said the marriage must be se- 
cret as he was an old man,” added the 
witness, “I demurred and told him he 
knew nothing about me, but he said he 
knew all my past life.”’

Mayor Wells Monday morning: con- 
firmed the report published first -ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch that he 
would investigate the office of President 
O'Reilly, of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, by appointing George 
Blackman, John T. .itzsimmons and 
Bert D. Kribben as the investigators. 

At the same time, Mayor Wells formal- 
ly notified President O'Reilly of the in- 
vestigating committee’s appoirtment 
and the reason therefor. 

After receiving the Mayor's letter, Mr. 
O’Reilly said the Mayor had the lawful 
power to begin such an Investigation 
and that the books of his office will be 
open to the committee. He declined to 
discuss the complaints filed against him 
with Mayor Wells, w!ich form the 
' basis of the inquiry. 

The Majwot’s Letter. 

M-vor Wells’ lefter to 
Lo Reilly was as follows: 
Andrew J. O'Reilly, President 
of the Board of Public Improvements.

The proclamation directs the ex- 
aminers to make a full, true and com- 
plete investigation of the office of the 
President of the Beard ef Public Im- 
provements ard all departments connrect- 
ed ‘therewith. 

Mayor Wells, in explaining his reasons 
for ordering the investigation, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the char- 
ter gives the president of the oBard 
exclusive jurisdiction over the inaugura- 
tion and prosecution of certain public 
work. The Mayor said tnat the only 
power given tue Mayor in the premises 
{s to investigate what the president of 
the board does. 

“It is for this reason that I have 
started the investigation,’’ Mayor Wells 
said, “so if any blame is to attach to 
any of the work under the control of 
the president of the board, the responsi- 
bility may be properly placed.” 

Free Bridge Mentioned. 

Mayor Wells was asked whether some 
of the complaints in regard to the free 
bridge, received by him, referred to the 
shifting of the line marking its east ap- 
proach, 

“Yes,” the Mayor answered, “but I 
can't be specific in regard to them.” 

In regard to comments of Health Com- 
missioner Bond, criticising him for de- 
lay in cennection with the new Insane 
Asylum and quarantine hospital, Prest- 
dent O'Reilly said: 

“The trouble with those fellows (mean- 
ins Bond and other officials) is, they 
are always discussing things. They dis- 
cuss new asylums and talk about them 
but do not come over here with any 
tangible plans, 

“This office can’t be run on talk and 
discussions. There is no delay when 
any definite proposition is presented.”

He delivered a lecture yesterday 
afternoon at the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, and he gave the 
electricians the real thing in shocks. 

According to Dr. Steinmetz, the city 
of the future will be ‘‘a collection of of-

fice bulldings, factories and bachelor 
apartments.’’ All the married men and 
their wives will have moved to the coun- 
try, where they can raise crops and fam- 
llies and can keep warm by camping 
around bonfires. If they will read Preat- 
dent Roosevelt’s statistics on the con- 
servation of natural resources they can 
figure out how long the bonfires wil!

Still in a cheerful frame of mind, Dr. 





Steinmetz predicts that. the United 
States some day will be a country with- 
out rivers. With their hard coal ex- 
hausted and their country cousins burn- 
ing up all the wood, the womanless crea- 
tures who inhabit the cities will have 
to turn to electricity as a substitute, and 
somebody will have to supply the elec- 
tricity. 

This will be done, Dr. Steinmetz be- 
lieves, by turning ’off the rivers. He 
thinks they will be converted into vast 
lakes, which will supply thé heat, light 
and power of the future. According to 
his theory, if there is to be fourteen- 
feet-through-the-valiey its advocates 
would better get busy and dig it while 
they still have a river. 

There is another possible exigency 
that is keeping Dr. Steinmetz awake 
nights. He fears there won't be enougn 
electricity to go around. However, if 
you can’t get your share, there is one 
grain of consolation. We got a sun yet. 

Some sort of a machine will have to 
be rigged up to make the sun take the 





Place of your base-burner. This, it is 
believed, can be safely left to the 
lighting trusts of the future, who will 
put a meter in your cellar and make you 
sigi: a ready-to-shine contract at 80 much 
per ray. There will be no more wran- 
gles between husband and wife as to 
who is to get up and light the fire; in 
the first place, there won’t be any wife; 
in the second place, there won't be any 
fire, and in the third place, there won't 
be anything to light it with. If you 
want an early breakfast you'll have to 
move east and wait for the sun to rise.

The 
hard coal. deposits and the forests will 
be exhausted, and the Government—if 
there is one left by that time—will pro- 
hibit the use of soft coal because of the 
smell. There will be nothing left to burn, 
except money. Everybody will be using 
electricity.

Many firms, churches, clubs, stores 
and other business houses have large 
installations, which are not used very 
much.

BANK SHORTAGE 
N PITTSBURG 


Allegheny National Is Closed 
by Order of the 
Comptroller. 





PITTSBURG, Pa., May 18.—The Alle- 
gheny National Bank suspended today. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock the following no- 
tice was posted on the door: 

“Closed by order of the comptroller 
and placed in charge of William L. 
Folds, national bank examiner.” 

At the time only a few depositors were 
about the institution. 

$1,300,000 Shortage Charged. 

The peculations of Cashier William 
Montgomery, who is charged with loot- 
ing the bank of $1,300,000, are said to be 
responsible for the closing of the Alle- 
gheny National Bank. The vank of- 
ficials have issued a statement that the 
bank’s deposits are small, 
ceed $300,000, outside of Pittsburg and 
State accounts, both of which have 
bondsmen for their security. 

Efforts were made to put the bank 
on its feet, following the discovery of 
the alleged shortage, but as its capital 
stock was only $600,000, its surplus $700,- 
000, and undivided prefits $129,461.16, the 
situation was regarded as hopeless. 

4ne shortage was discovered May 7 
by Bank Examiner William L. Folds. 
Montgomery was arrested but released 
in the sufn of $100,000. Another war. 
rant on a second charge was issued 
Sunday, and the amount of bail in. 
creased to $125,000.

Cochran ruled out the remarkable let- 
ters written to the old millionaire by 
Mabeile Snell McNamara, s0-calied 
“grand niece,” and chief beneficiary un- 
der his will, and the trial resulted in a 
hung jury. It is believed that Judge 
Philbrick will admit Mabelle McNa- 
mara’s letters. They are important to 
the son’s case, inasmuch as he claims 
his father was insane when he drew his 
will, and that the contents of the let- 
ters found in the old man’s trunk after 
his death explain the cause of his in- 
sanity. 

Letters From Many Women. 
Judge Cochran allowed the jury to 
hear the letters written to Col. Snell 
by Mrs. E. A. Hamilton, wife of a 
Methodist preacher, and her daughter, 
Miss Eelna, but he barred letters from 
other women. Missives from some of the 
best-known society women in Clinton 
and nearby towns were found in the 
trunk. 

It has been reported that Mrs. Ham- 
ilton would be a witness during the 
present proceedings, but this is not con- 
sidered probable. During the first 
trial, when it became known that her 
strange letters were to be made public, 
she disappeared and neither she nor her 
husband made any effort to explain the 
letters in open court. It is considered 
probable that, if the Mabelle McNamara 
letters are allowed to go into the record 
at this trial, Mrs. Hamilton’s corre- 
spondence will not be introduced. 

The lawyers for Richard Snell say 
that if they can get Mrs. McNamara’s 
written words before a jury there will 
be no further evidence needed to con- 
vince 12 men that Col. Snell was unbal- 
anced mentally.

COUNTY IN DARKNESS 





River Des Peres Breaks All Its 
Records and Power House 
Is Overwhelmed. 





For an area of a square mile in the 
vicinity of Bartmer avenue, Spencer 
place and the Wabash Hatiroad tracks, 


jin the extreme western portion of the 


city, there lay Monday a sea of mud, 


water and debris. It was the result of 
the flood following the cloudburst which 
struck that portion of the city Sunday 
evening, driving familles to the roofs 
and upper stories of their. houses. 

Just west of the Wabash tracks lay a 
large sheet of water, 250 feet long and 75 
feet wide, where had been the back 
yards of a dozen homes. In houses in 
the vicinity layers of mud inches deep 
covered the lower floors, while every 
cellar in the neighborhood was flooded. 

The one-story frame building at 6238 
Bartmer avenue, occupied by John and 
Joseph Stout as a barber shop, was pPpar- 
tially torn from its foundation by the 
force of the swirling waters, and the 
large porch in front of it was washed 
away and borne to a vacant lot 100 feet 
distant. The building was flooded. 

Families Driven to Roofs. 

Across the street from the Stout build- 
ing there remained only the brick foun- 
dation of a one-story frame building 
which was partially destroyed by fire 
recently. 

At least fifty families were driven to 
the upper stories of their homes for 
safety when the flood reached its height 

The engine rooms and dynamos of the 
power plant of the United Railways Co 
at Hodiamont and Maple avenues were 
soon fleoded, and the street car service 
of the Hodiamont, Hamilton, Kirkwood 
and Ferguson divisions was completely 
shut down. 


Couuty in Darkness, 

The plant of the King Electric Light 
and Power Co., which furnishes light in 
St. Louis County, was inundated, and 
the County was plunged in darkness. 

Within half an hour the River Ces 
Peres was a raging torrent, and every 
record of that eccentric stream for over- 
flows was broken. A large part of 
Forest Park was converted into a lake 
a half dozen feet deep. A foot of water 
connected Sylvan Lake with the Grand 
drive. It is thought that hundreds of 
fish in the lake escaped and will perish 
when the water recedes. 

Delmar and Suburban gardens were 
thrown into darkness and flooded, and 
the Park Hotel, 6600 Washington avenue, 
was flooded on the lower floor to the 
depth of a foot. 

During the time the Par«x Hotel was 
in darkness the guests were furnished 
with candles, by the dim light of which 
they groped their way to the upper 
floors to avoid th2 inrushing water. 
Throughout the storin the candles 
formed the only illumination at the ho- 
tel. 

Workmen employed at the Parker- 
Washifigton Asphalt plant, on Maple 
avenue near the Wabash tracks, were 
compelled to flee when the water 
reached the plant. A part of the stock 
of the Darlington Lumber Co. was car- 
ried off, and strewn through Forest 
Park and along the banks of the River 
‘(les Peres. 

Provision Stores Damaged. 

The Rosedale Feed Co., 920 Hodiamont 
avenue, the Quinlivan Feed Co., Olive 
street road and Wabash tracks, the De 
Camp Coal and Fuel Co.,Hodiamont and 
Maple avenues, and the Polar Wave Ice 
and Fuel Co. were all flooded and badly 
damaged. 

The damage to preperty done by. the 
flood will amount to many thousands of 
dollars. In St. Louis County hundreds 
of growing crops and gardens were 
ruined.

HANDBOOK MEA 
GET $20,000 A 
DAY, SAYS LOSER

Racetrack Gambling Business, 
Once Stamped Out, Again 
Flourishes Here. 








The handbook business in St. Louis, 
believed to have been exterminated five 
years ago by Joseph W. Folk, then Cir- 
cuit Attorney, is flourishing today in al- 
most its former vigor, according to dis- 


closures made to the Post-Dispatch by 
Ivan Skobel, proprietor of a Russian 
bath house at 3945 Olive street. He con- 
fesses having lost $10,000 in the past two 
years in betting on the races. 

City Is Parceled Out. 

According to Skobel, the handbook 
men who have parceled out the 
city among themselves. One man 
operates in hetel corridors. Another 
‘works’ Union Station. ‘‘Curbstone 
men,’ who accost their acquaintances 
on the street and lay wagers on the 
races with them, are daily to be found 
at Broadway and Elm street, Broadway 
and Washington avenue, Third and Pine 
streets, Eleventh and Pine streets, 
Seventh and Market streets, Twenty- 
first and Market streets, and many 
other localities. 

Cigar stores, pool rooms, _ saloons, 
tailor shops and barber shops are some 
of the ‘‘blinds’’ utilized by -handbook 
men. The police have the addresses of 
fifty such places, where, they charge, 
betting on the races is conducted. One 
man, with headquarters in St. Louis 
County, is said to receive $10 a day 
from each of 30 handbook operators 
for soliciting bets for them. 

Mulvihill Aids Police. 

In the cases of saloons used for this 
purpose, the police have a weapon in 
the ofifce of the Excise Commissioner 
and so frequently has it been used that 
gambling in saloons is declared to have 
been almost stamped out. 

The police have been able, by a 
threat of seeing the Excise Commis-

sioner, to frighten many 4 saloonkeeper 
into driving gamblers out. 

Skobel estimates that the business 
gives employment to over 1000 men, in- 
cluding managers, runners, lookouts and 
touts. Probably $20,000 a day, he says, 
made up mostly of the small earnings of 
Clerks and workingmen, is swallowed up 
in the bottomJes pit of racetrack gam- 
bling. 
mh Must See Race Run. 

The decision of Judge Williams of the 
Criminal Court, that the testimony of 
an eyewitness that a race was really 
run is necessary to a conviction for plac- 
ing a bet on that race, has, in the 
opinion of Chief Creecy, practically dis- 
armed the police in their war on betting. 

The use of the telephone in placing 
bets, a method almost universally em- 
ployed, is also a shield to the gamblers. 
No court will accept as competent evi- 
dence the statement of a man that he 
recognized the voice of the speaker at 
the other end of the line. 

The courts demand the most conclu- 
sive evidence of guilt before announc- 
ing a sentence for gambling, and such 
evidence the police have found it im- 
possible to obtain. An eye-witness or 
a party to the bet is required, and 
money must be seen passed. It is even 
doubted whether a pledge over the tel- 
ephone staking an amount on a race 
constitutes competent evidence of the 
bet. 

Saye He Got $1580. 

Chris Brockmiller, who has a cigar 
stand at 613 Chestnut street, is defend- 
ant in a suit, now pending in the Cir- 
cuit Court, for the return of $1680 lost, 
it is alleged, in wagers on the ponies 
made with Brockmiller by Skobel. The 
latter also sues for $7968, which, he de- 
clares, Brockmiller gave him last 
March, when he won a 13-to-1 shot, and 
on which payment was stopped the next 
morning at the Vandeventer Trust Co. 

Brockmiller denies ever having laid 
bets with Skobel and says his signature 
to the check was extorted by the per- 
suasion of a revolver and hatchet 
brandished by Skobel in his gym- 
nasium. 

Skobel is noted as the stvaeaank man 
in St. Louis and carries horses on his 
shoulders as a bit of /gentle ex- 
ercise. He was a political prisoner in 
Siberia and escaped to America after 
bold and desperate advantures. All 
these facts, says Brockmiller, aided in 
convincing him that it was best to hu- 
mor the giant by signing the check.

“I didn't know there were so many 
flowers in the world,’’ said a man look- 
ing over the display and inhaling a 
deep breath of the sweet and fragrant 
air.

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$384,000,000 A YEAR FOR WAR. 

These days are anniversaries of the American 
adventure in the Philippines. 

Ten years ago, with the cab!) cut, Admiral 
Dewey’s victorious squadron lay in Manila Bay, 
the conqueror of an island empire, and yet pow- 
erless to make a landing without reinforcements. 
The capital of the Archipelago was menaced on 
one side by insurgents and on the other by the 
guns which had riddled the Spanish squadron, 
but until men and munitions could make the long 
journey from America further operations were 
deemed impossible. 

In due time the troops arrived upon the scene: 
the almost farcical land defense of Spain soon 
yielded to attack, and, so far as possession was 
concerned, the Philippines were ours. The fol- 
lowing winter in Paris the American commissior- 
ers, acting upon instructions from Washington, 
paid $20,000,000 for the conquest which had al- 
ready been made by arms. 

The time since the battle of Manila Bay may 
be divided into two five-year periods—one of war 
and insurrection and one of peace and develop- 
ment. It has been estimated at Washington that 
our expenditures on Philippine account for the 
army and navy during the first five years were 
not less than $200,000,000. Fo> the second five 
years the expenditures have been about $125,00°,- 
000. 

This $325,000,000, however, is probably a small 
part of the cost entailed upon the United States 
by the Philippine enterprise. Possession of these 
islands has made us a “world power,” 
at Washington, and there is no better way to de- 
termine the actual expense involved in that dis- 
tinction than to examine our annual charges for 
War purposes. In 1897 the army and navy to- 
gether cost us $85,000,000. In 1907 they cost 
$222,000,000. This is more money than is devoted 
to war by any other country except Great Britain. 

Adding our lavish pension payments to the 
regular expenditure for the army and navy and

This is 67 
cent of the national revenue and it is more than 
$100,000,000 per annum in excess of the burden 
borne for war by the “armed camps” of Germany 
and France.

more than a century, when we maintained*only a 
pretence of a navy, we were never in serious 
danger of attack. Presently we may learn that 
we must support a military establishment like 
that of Germany or of France, and fo: the same 
reason, though for three-quarters of a century our 
old-time skeleton army never had its outposts 
driven in by an invader. 

When a Republic like this, which is pledged to 


peace, devotes two-thirds of its financial re- 


sources to war purposes we may depend upon it 
that there is something wrong in our system or in 
our statesmanship. 
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RELUCTANT O’REILLY AND THE SPHINX. 

St. Louisans eager for a free bridge will hardly 
accept without qualification President O’Reilly’s 
explanation that nothing can be learned before- 
hand of the War Department’s requirements for 
a bridge. 

On the same day that President O'Reilly, before 
a joint committee of the Municipal Assembly, was 
standing pat on that proposition the acting Sec- 
retary of War, in a frank communication respect- 
ing the approved McKinley bridge plans, indicated 
at least that the Department is frealy open to the 
discussion of bridge requirements and does not 
by any means restrict its expressions to formal 
decrees; also that the latter are subject to review 
and subsequent change. 

Though the War Department’s informal sug- 
gestions would not bind it, it is not unreasonable 
to assume that it would give a cursory considera- 
tion to tentative general plans. If it were flatly 
inaccessible to inquiry, as President O’Reilly ap- 
pears to hold, it would embarrass and retard 
rather than serve a useful purpose in such a cage. 

But independently of the precise merits of his 
plea, the President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements gives the impression that he relies 
upon it for delay or to excuse delay. If the War 
Department were as deaf and unresponsive as the 
Sphinx, we gather that it would suit him better, 
as well as the Bridge Trust that is prolonged 
and profited by inaction. By treating it as a 
Sphinx, however, these ends may be achieved in- 
definitely. 

One thing is certain—the War Department, on 
its own motion, is not going out of its way to 
indicate its requirements. The simple truth is 
that active and highly com» etent offictals eager 
to fulfill their obligations to the public would 
not be bothered beforehand about what the War 
Department was going to do. Bridging the Mis- 
sissippi at this point satisfactorily to the Gov- 
ernment is essentially an easy matter. Only it 
requires men of purpose to go ahead with it. 

AVOID CIVIC SELF-I -RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

Former Police Commissioner Stewart's pride- 
ful declaration to the effect that St. Louis was the 
originator of civic righteousness and the first 
awakener of public conscience throughout the 
land prompts the fear that we may be verging 
dangerous boastfulness hereabouts, and possibly 
a too provincial view. 

St. Louis should be properly appreciative of its 
civic righteousness, but there is such a thing as 
civic self-righteousness which it should be very 
careful to avoid. Nor showd it claim more than 
its due of distinction. Mounting to view a 
broader horizon, we look back upon the fact that 
among the cities it was Philadelphia that Lincoln 
Steffens first wrote up. - 
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relapsed, would be no little confused if it were 
reminded of its moral distinction and loudly 
praised for its past. St. Louis itself cannot 
without a measure of embarrassment compare its 
earlier militant aggression against graft and 
sloth with a certain tendency to complacency gp- 
parent now. 

It is not a particularly hopeful sign when local 
orators dwell upon how good we used to be. Bet- 
ter exhort the citizen to look around him and get 
busy now, for there is still something to be done 
before St. is achieves perfection. 
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Of late chauffeurs seeking positions have 
deemed it necessary to advertise that they are 
“strictly sober.” Indeed a good deal of stress 
would seem to be required on this point to over- 
come the presumption which the nature of recent 
accidents has raised against the profession. 
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Mr. Roosevelt says maybe he will deputize Mr. 
Cortelyou to serve in his stead as President of 
the International Tuberculosis Congress. As a 
splendid exhibit of rich, red corpuscles, Mr. Cor- 
telyou would easily fill the bill. 
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Attorney-General Hadley appears to take a 
rational Democratic view of the liquor question. 
He has some other Democratic proclivities which 
may not hurt him any in a Democratic State. 
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The railroads are doing so well at the old rates 
that they have not the heart to increase them.

“In that word, beautiful fn all lan- 
guages, but most so in yours—Amor mio 
—is compromised my existence here and 
hereafter; and I feel that I shall exist 
hereafter to what purpose you will de- 
cide. I love you and you love me—nay, 
I more than jove you and cannot cease 
to love you.”’ 

To Lady Caroline Lamb, Byron wrote 
reams of ardent prose, of which the fol- 
lowing is a sample: 

“If the tears which you saw and know 
I am not apt to shed; if the agitation 
in which I parted from you; if all I 
have said and done have not sufficiently 
proved what my feelings are and must 
ever be toward you, my love, T have no 
other proof to offer. ‘Promise not to 
love you?’ Ah, Caroline, it is past prom- 
‘sing."’ 

And yet, so inconsistent was this poetic 
Lothario that we find him iater address- 
ing the same lady in this strain: “Lady 
Caroline Lamb, I am no longer your 
lover; and since you oblige me to con- 
fess it by this truly unfeminine persecu- 
tion, learn that I am attached to anoth- 
er. And as a preof of my regard, I offer 
you this advice—correct your vanity, 
which is ridiculous; exert your absurd 
caprices on others, and leave me in 
peace. Your obedient servant, Byron.” 
William Congreve, wit and man of 
pleasure, worshipped at as many fair 
shrines as any gallant of nis time, and 
always with the same ardor of devo- 
tion as if the goddess of the moment

“‘Recall,"’ he wrote to Mme. 
Hunt, a pretty singer, ‘what 
last night.

You need not fear all the 
women in the world, for all others ex- 
cept yourself are pests to me. I have 
but one, for who can be like my Em- 
ma? I will die by torture sooner than 
do anything which could offend you.” 
And again: ‘‘May heaven bless me soon 
with a sight of your dear angelic face. 
You are a nonpareil! No, not one fit to 
wipe your shoes. I am, ever have been, 
and always will remain, your most firm 
fixed and unalterable friend.’’

There will be no sale of Bugs Ray- 
mond for $8000. 
Neither will any other pitcher of the 
Cardinals staff be disposed of for cash, 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The ultimatum has come from M. 
Stanley Robison, and was brought forth 
by the repeated rumors that he was to 
sell some of his star twirlers for cash. 
Said Mr. Roabison: 

“I will trade any of my pitchers for 
a veteran, capable infielder. But I will 
Sell none of them for cash. I need all 


my pitchers, but I need a_ shortstop 
more still. I cannot purchase an in- 
fielder; 1 have tried. But if I can trade 
a nitcher for one, I will. So money, in 
this instance, is no object whatever.’

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GOTCH SAYS AN AMATEUR 
GAVE HIM HARDEST BOUT 
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Champion Ranks Dr. Roller, Whom He Will 
Again Meet, Ahead of Olsen and Beell— 


Throwing All 


Comers Here. 





Frank <A. Gotch, world’s champion 


wrestler, according to his 
ments, stands a possible chance to lose 
his title to Dr. Roller in a match which 
will in all probability be decided at Se- 


attle, Wash., on June 20. 

Gotch states it fs his opinion that Dr. 
Roller is the best wrestler in the United 
States if not in any country, of course 
barring himself. Gotch says that he 
thinks he will able to beat Roller, 
but that he expects the hardest match 
of his career. Gotch opened a week’s 
engagement at the Standard Theater 
yesterday, meeting all comers. 

Gotch met Roller in a match in Seattle 
a year ago last fall. Gotch was the 
American champion at the time ahd of- 
fered to throw Roller twice in an hour. 
When he reached Seattle, he asserts, he 
was not at his best, as he had been 
traveling all the previous night. His 
friends warned him that Roller was a 
hard man to beat, but he had heard the 
same thing on hundreds of occasions in 
other cities and merely laughed at their 
advice to be careful with Roller. Speak- 
ing of the match with Roller, Gotch 
said: 

“When Roller entered the ring I was 
a bit surprised. He stood 6 feet 1 inch 
and weighed close to 219 pounds. He 
was about 25 years of age and appeared 
a perfect athlete. I afterwards learned 
that he played rugby football at one of 
the Eastern universities. Nevertheless, 
[ sized him up as a strong, big. athlete 
and did not expect much trouble. 

‘Tl roughed it up with him hard for 
the first 1> minutes. I found that he 
knew the game and was fast and strong. 
Nevertheless, I though I had him, so I 
slowed up for the next quarter of an 
hour so as to make a big spurt, during 
which I would sail in after him and

“To my surprise, Roller, when I 
slowed down, also started taking mat- 
ters easy.

I was thunderstruck when I 
found that he not only came back on 
me strong, but fairly carried me about 
the mat by his rushes and hard work. 
He had me tired in a few minutes, and 
picking me up slammed me down on mj 
head.
